Anyway, I noticed a component below the S-120 chassis that, so help me, I 
don't recall seeing anywhere before. Imagine a ceramic disc cap but sharply 
rectangular, about 3/8" high by 1" long or so with six radial leads and as 
thin as a disc cap would be. The heck is this, I thought? I tracked down the 
part number printed on it in the S-120 manual and found it described as an 
"audio couplate" (?) A check of the schematic suggests this was a kind of 
"BA 

integrated circuit". This single component actually contains three resistors 
and three caps and functions in and around the 12AV6 first audio amp and the 
infamous 50C5 power amp. Are these things kind of rare? I really cannot 
recall seeing such a component before. Perhaps these were common 

in little transformerless 50C5 sets? One of the three caps present 

in this audio couplate serves to couple the plate of the audio amp to the 
grid of the power amp. I suppose if I ever had the need I could just replace 
this "BA integrated circuit" with the six discrete components it functions 
as. 


How common were "audio couplates"? (And if anyone has general tips on 
bringing 
an S-120 back to life I'd welcome those, too!)

My AVO Mk III valve tester has a similarly unusual and hard to replace 
meter. The dreaded previous owner had managed to burn out a pot and one or 
two other bits but fortunately the meter was OK. I have taken the 
precaustion of adding protection diodes to it - a schottky in the reverse 
direction and a conventional diode in the forward direction as a schottky in 
that direction caused a minor shunting effect. Makes no difference to the 
reading at all, but you know the meter won't slam too hard now.

Hi, John 

I had a soldering station from the 40's that I wanted to pretty-up. It was 
originally painted wrinkle-black, which didn't last too well what with soldering 
fluxes, heat and spatter. A friend who runs a Jaguar restoration shop painted it 
for me and showed me how to do it. I was fairly skeptical about his methodology 
while watching, but the results were outstanding. 


He sprayed it on very heavily and heated it immediately with a high heat "hair 
dryer" and it wrinkled immediately. As it tried to run, he kept the heat on it 
and after 5+/- minutes of this abuse he pronounced it ready for curing which 
consisted of 3-4 days of not touching it until the paint finally set. It stunk 
to high Heaven for about 2 weeks (smelling like a locker room), but I have 
never seen a wrinkle job as good.

A lovely instrument! You are right though that it needs an external source 
and I'm surprised there wasn't one with it. There were 2 made for it, the 
TF1246 which covers 40 KHz to 50 MHz, and the TF1247 which goes from 20 MHz 
to 300 MHz. The oscillator needs to deliver a watt or two into a very low 
(9.1 ohm) impedance. The HF one uses a 5763 and the VHF one a QQE02/7 I 
think, and both have quite elaborate electronically regulated power 
supplies. They have very nifty turret tuners and a special arrangement in 


the VHF one to avoid resonances in the little coaxial cable that links them. 


Having said all that, you could try any oscillator or small HF exciter with 
a suitable matching transformer. If it will provide enough drive to move the 
"Q multiplier" needle up to 1 then it will do. 


The Marconi oscillators are built in a similar style case to the TF1245 but 
a little narrower. They are meant to be bolted to the meter with special 
long bolts to provide an electrical bond and prevent resonant loop effects. 
The assembled combination is quite bulky and too wide to fit in a 19 inch 
rack space. 


I use a 1TF1245/1247 for the VHF range. I have had a TF1246 but I must admit 
I like the Boonton 260A better for the HF spectrum. It has a built in 
oscillator too. All Q meters suffer from having hard to find spare parts. In 
the case of the Marconi, it's the special VHF diode in the VTVM portion - 
it's available but you need to mortgage the house to afford one. 


If you can't find a manual any closer to home, I'd be happy to copy mine for 
you. The manual is very comprehensive and educational. If you use the meter 
or one of the oscillators, be warned that you must replace every little grey 
British Cornell Dubilier capacitor in there with a proper one.

Heat is the magic cure-all (so to speak) for wrinkle finish, including the 
Krylon stuff from Pep Boys. Strip to bare metal, slosh on the paint 
(thick, but not to run) and hit it with a heat gun. Alternatively, those 
of us in southern climes can let it sit on the driveway. Wrinkles within 5 
minutes or so, with a very uniform finish. And yes, it's soft for a while.

HISTORIC COAST STATION KPH RETURNS TO THE AIR! 


KPH, the famous ex-RCA coast station located north of San 
Francisco, will return to the air for a commemorative broadcast on 
13 July at 0001 GMT (12 July at 1701 PDT), 2 years and one 

minute after the last commercial Morse transmission in North 
America. Commercial operators, including former members of the 
KPH staff, will be at the keys. 


KPH is operated by the Maritime Radio Historical Society in 
cooperation with the Point Reyes National Seashore, part of the 
National Park Service. This on-the-air event is intended to honor 
the men and women who followed the radiotelegraph trade on ships 
and at coast stations around the world. 


The original KPH transmitters, receivers and antennas will be used 
to activate frequencies in all the commercial maritime HF bands 
and on MF as well. 


This will be the second annual "Night of Nights", as the event has 
become known. Last year the transmitters and receivers were both 
located at the transmitting station in Bolinas, CA. Since then the 
receiving station at Pt. Reyes, CA has been largely restored. This 
year several operating positions will be activated at Pt. Reyes and 
the transmitters in Bolinas will be keyed remotely, just as was 
done when the station was in daily operation. This should greatly 
improve our receiving capability, especially on MF. 


KPH will transmit on 4247.0, 6477.5, 8642.0, 12808.5, 17016.5 and 
22477.5kc/s on HF and on 500 and 426kc/s on MF. These 
frequencies have been made available through the generous 
cooperation of Globe Wireless, the current owner of the KPH 
license. Many of the transmitters will be 50s vintage RCA sets. 
Power output will be 3 - 4kW. 


KPH operators will listen for calls on 4184.0, 6276.0, 8368.0, 
12552.0, 16736.0 and 22280.5kc/s on HF and 500 kc/s on MF. 


KPH will send traffic lists, weather and press broadcasts as well as 
commemorative messages, many of which will be sent by hand. 

At other times the KPH "wheel" will be sent to mark the 

transmitting frequencies.
